DIRECT FINAL AND ACCOMPANYING PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO EMISSION

GUIDELINESAND FEDERAL PLAN FOR LARGE MUNICIPAL WASTE COMBUSTOR

(MWC) UNITS

ACTION

On Jduly 8, 2004, the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) issued adirect find ruleto
correct an overgght in its regulaions to control air emissons from large municipd waste
combustor (MWC) units.

The direct find rule adds a carbon monoxide (CO) emission limit for a unique type of MWC
unit (fluidized bed combustion type MWC burning mixtures of wood and municipa solid
waste).

This change will add the same CO limit to the large MWC regulations as currently contained in
the regulations covering smal MWC.

Large MWC units are those that fire more than 250 tons per day of municipa solid waste
(about 25 garbage trucks).

HEALTH/ENVIRONMENTAL BENEFITSAND COSTS

This amendment will not impact large MWC operations or emissions.

This amendment will not impose additiona costs on these MWC units. These MWCs have
dready ingdled and are operating under “good combustion practices’ and comply with the CO
limit.

BACKGROUND

The Clean Air Act requires EPA to set emission guidelines for existing MWC units. These are
uniform nationa requirementstha limit the amount of arr pollution dlowed from exising MWC
units.

EPA issued emissions guiddines for large exigting MWC unitsin 1995. At that time, EPA was
not aware of any large fluidized bed combustion type MWC units burning mixtures of wood

and municipa solid waste,

EPA recently identified two existing MWC units of this configuration. They are located at the
French Idand MWC plant in LaCrosse, WI..

When EPA findized the smal MWC regulations in 2000, the Agency was aware of MWC of
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this type and included a unique CO limit for them in the small MWC regulation.
